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Eastern U.S. Storm Loss Extensive

Interstate 94 was closed west of 
Marshall, Mich. 
About 400 persons were jxit up in 
churches and schools in Michigan. 
Flood waters in Bay County were 
receding and residents began to return 
to their homes. No deaths were 
directly attributed to the storms, but 
several persons suffered heart attacks 
while awaiting rescue.

The boy was born March 27, 1964, the 
day after Thompson was captured in 
Quang Tri Province when his plane 
was downed during a reconnaissance

Red Supply Flow Into South

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
telligence sources report that military 
equipment has continued to flow from 
North Vietnam since President Nixon 
warned Hanoi to stop infiltrating South 
Vietnam. 
“ It’s still going on,” one source said. 
He indicated Sunday there has been no 
measurable slowdown of such move­

The Republican chairman has been 
at the center of a rift in party forces 
between Ohio U.S. Sen. Robert Taft Jr.

D issatisfaction 
with 
Andrews

Rhodes came to Andrews’ defense 
when some party m em bers joined in a 
move to reorganize the party and oust 
Andrews following the 1970 election 
upsets. At that tim e Rhodes called 
Andrews the “best state chairman in 
the nation.” 
There will be “ no great thrashing 
around of the party to re-elect An­ 
drew s’ successor,’’ according to 
Robert Rowley, chairm an of the Lucas 
County Republican Party.

Red Supply Flow Into South 
Continues Despite Warning 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
telligence sources report that military 
equipment has continued to flow from 
North Vietnam since President Nixon 
warned Hanoi to stop infiltrating South 
Vietnam. 
“It’s still going on,” one source said. 
He indicated Sunday there has been no 
measurable slowdown of such move­

statement last Thursday that the 
North Vietnamese “should not lightly 
disregard” U.S. expressions of con­ 
cern. 
Meanwhile, intelligence analysts 
estimate that the North Vietnamese 
have sent between 400 and 450 armored 
vehicles, including tanks, into South 
Vietnam in the less than two months 
since the Vietnam cease-fire. 
U.S. officials view these and other 
movements as serious violations of the 
cease-fire agreement which forbids 
any shipment of military gear into 
South Vietnam except on a strictly 
lim ited basis under international 
supervision. 
“We’re not very sanguine about the 
international supervisory machinery 
working,” a Pentagon official said. 
Intelligence specialists say some of 
the new tanks reported in South 
Vietnam since the cease-fire came 
down from southern China, where they 
were stockpiled until the U.S. bombing 
of North Vietnam was halted.

Dollar Fluctuates In Nervous Market Trading

rile floating American dollar rose 
strongly at the opening of foreign 
exchanges around the world after a 
two-week shutdown, arx! the Bank of 
Japan sold an estimated $50 million to 
keep the rate from rising too fast. 
But by noon in Europe, the value of 
the U.S. money was edging down in 
brisk but nervous trading. Big money 
operators appeared holding off while 
they watched for indications whether 
the international decisions in Paris 
FYiday had ended the two-month 
monetary crisis. 


U.S. Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz, conferred for an hour with 
British Prime Minister bedward Heath 
in London. Shultz reportedly pressed 
for quick moves to reform the in­ 
ternational trading system to give 
American ex p o rters better com ­ 
petitive access to world markets. 
Shultz also met with Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Anthony Barber. 
Tokyo dealers reported an acute 
shortage of dollars in the Japanese 
capital after the two-week shutdown of 
exchanges. The Tokyo market was the 
first to reopen because of the time 


differential. The central bank’s in­ 
tervention was designed to keep tilt* 
dollar’s rate dose to the level between 
F eb. 14, when the yen was floated, and 
March 2, when the exchanges closed. 
In London,

sharply at the opening to $2.45 but by 
noon it had climbed back by a full cent, 
almost reaching Friday’s closing rate 
in bank-to-bank trading of $2.4610. 
In the key Frankfurt market, the 
dollar opened at 2.8350 marks, 21.5 
pfennigs above Friday’s close. But by 
noon the dollar had edged back to 2.82 
marks. 


The dollar was also up sharply in 
Zurich at the opening, being quoted at 
3.2650 Swiss Francs, more than three 
centimmes over Friday's rate. But by 
noon, the rate had dropped to 3.24 
francs. 
The closing rate in Tokyo was 264.90 
yen, down from 266.50 on March I but 
up from FYiday’s 260.50. 
The price of gold, which soared to a 
record $95 an ounce at the peak of the 
money crisis, was $81 in Zurich and 
Lindon, drops of $1.50 and $1.75 from 
the price Friday. 
Finance ministers of the major non­ 


communist trading nations agreed in 
Paris on Friday 
that all major 
currencies would float freely in 
relation to the dollar according to 
supply and demand forces in the 
market place.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by latter I. Coleman, M D 


Why do so many older people break 
their hips with a simple fall? 
I am concerned about my mother 
who is 82 years old. How can we help to 
prevent such a possibility? 
Mrs. P J G., Calif 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
The bone structure of the hip joint as 
well as other bones of the body is more 
brittle and fragile in the elderly. 
Absorption of calcium weakens the 
bones and fractures occur more 
frequently than in the young. 
It must be remembered, too, that 
the elderly may be less steady and 
may more easily trip and fall with the 
slightest imbalance. Their reflex 
protective action may be diminished 
and injuries result. It is surprising how 
often hip fractures occur even in 
strong, vital people who are not 
chronically considered “ elderly.” 
These painful fractures often take 
many months before they are com­ 
pletely healed. 
Special precautions and simple 
safety measure in and outside of the 
home can prevent these injuries. 
Adequate lighting, handrails on steps 
and stairway, nonskid rugs add im­ 
measurably to avoiding hip fractures. 
Floors should not be highly polished. 
Objects on the floor can become ob­ 
stacles. Electrical wires, grand­ 
children’s toys and cleaning equip­ 
ment are common hazards. 
Comfortable house slippers should 
not have “ slippery” soles. 
The bathroom presents a real threat 
to the elderly. Getting in and out of the 
tub must be done with the greatest 
care. Nonskid mats can be very ef­ 
fective in preventing slipping in the 


tub. There should be one or more 
handrails for the aging person to 
grasp. 
Many people now are wisely ac­ 
cepting the use of a non-slip cane when 
walking outdoors. Even in good 
weather small irregularities and 
cracks in the sidewalk or road make 
tripping and falling easier. 
Those who are too vain to use a cane 
should remember that a protective 
cane is better used before an accident 
than for the many months following a 
hip fracture that might have been 
prevented. 


Is it common for phlebitis to follow 
pregnancy? 
Mrs. E.T., Maine 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
It is not uncommon, but fewer and 
fewer 
cases 
develop 
now 
that 
pregnancies are followed so diligently 
from their onset. The early recognition 
of phlebitis may lend itself to treat­ 
ment. 


The progressive enlargement of the 
uterus (womb) makes pressure on the 
veins within the pelvis, and interferes 
with the free flow of blood. 
When stagnation of blood occurs, 
there is a tendency to develop both 
phlebitis, inflammation of the veins, 
and thrombo-phlebitis (clotting within 
the vein). 
Mild, regulated exercise and the 
absence of tobacco may help reduce 
the possibility of these conditions. 
Patients are encouraged, following 
surgery and following the delivery of a 
baby, to be up and about to stimulate 
their blood circulation.

COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P )- Sen. 
Robert Taft Jr .’s wife and brother-in- 
law were responsible for helping the 
Republican Senator’s debt plagued 
campaign committee out of a half- 
million-dollar financial problem, the 
committee’s 
chairman, 
W illiam 
Graham, said Friday. 


Graham, a Cincinnati attorney, 
made the satement in the wake of an 
investigation into the activities of the 
Taft ’71 Committee by the Senate 
secretary’s office. That office has or­ 
dered the committee to itemize all of 
its creditors. 


The office is seeking to determine if 
the committee violated the campaign 
spending law by failing to report a 
change in status of its $577,042 debt to 
W. D. Gradison and Co., a Cincinnati 
brokerage firm. 


Graham said that at the conclusion 
of the 1970 Senatorial campaign a 
number of committees formed to 
support Taft remained in debt. He said 
the debts of all those committees were 
consolidated into the Taft ’71 Com­ 
mittee. 
That debt, the attorney continued, 
was funded primarily by the Gradison 
firm, with collateral pledged primarily 
by Taft’s wife, Katherine. 
According to Graham, it became 
necessary to make arrangements to 
have the debt funded by another 
source after Gradison announced 
plans to incorporate at the end of 1972.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) 
A rival 
brewery will produce Burger Beer 
which ceased operations at midnight 
Thursday but 140 fired brewery 
workers are demanding severance 
pay. 


The Hudepohl 
Brewing Co. an­ 
nounced it will take over the Burger 
label, formula and equipment and 
market the brew from its own Cin­ 
cinnati brewery. Purchase price for 
the rights was not announced. 
Burger officials confirmed union 
complaints that there would be no 
severance pay. The firm declined to 
give a reason for the closing but said 
they planned to continue operating soft 
drink manufacturing and marketing 
elsewhere. 


James Paradise, representing the 
union, will continue negotiations 
Monday with Burger attorney Robert 
Townsend. 


Paradise blasted Burger Friday 
night for ‘‘turning these men wit on the 
street. 


‘‘We have asked the company to 
provide severance, and also to extend 
the workers’ insurance,” Paradise 
said. ‘‘Breweries that have closed 
previously have made such provisions. 
Paradise said the company’s at­ 
titude was ‘‘negative” and that a 
month long extension of insurance was 
‘‘so minor that it was insignificant.” 
Townsend said the door was not 
closed for negotiations on severance. 
‘‘He—Paradise—and I will be in 
touch Monday,” he said. 
“ They rejected the offer” of the 
insurance extension. “ And we did not 
have to make it,” said Townsend.

The bureau already has prepared a 
directory of all agencies, public and 
private, in Ohio which treat addicts.

At present they are spending a great 
deal of time planning land use. Topics 
that Hines touc hed on included federal 
revenue sharing and the city-county 
court complex.

Reds Say 
POWs To 
Be Freed 


SAIGON (AP) - The Viet Cong 
pledged today that the last group of 
American war prisoners would be 
freed by the cease-fire agreement’s 
March 28 deadline and challenged 
President Nixon’s remarks about 
major Communist infiltration of South 
Vietnam as groundless. 
Meanwhile, North Vietnam said the 
infiltration charge was a “ U.S. 
fabrication.” Hanoi’s Communist 
party newspaper, Nhan Dan, also 
denounced as “ brazen and arrogant 
intimidation” Nixon’s implied threat 
of possible U.S. actions if the in­ 
filtration continues. 
In Saigon at the Communists’ first 
formal news conference, Lt. Gen. Tran 
Van Tra, the chief Viet Cong delegate 
to the Joint Military Commission, was 
asked when the fourth and last phase 
of American prisoner releases would 
begin.

Of Meat Prices 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Most of 
the Cincinnati Zoo’s 2,500 meat-eating 
residents are bearing up under sub­ 
stitutes forced by the inflated price of 
meat. 
Horsemen has gone up from 28.5 
cents a pound a year ago to 50.5 cents 
and zoologist Barry Wakeman says the 
zoo can’t afford it. 
The animals eat about 2,500 pounds a 
week for an annual meat bill of $65,000, 
up from $33,800. 
Wakeman said 95 per cent of the 
animals are eating a prepared product 
made up of horsemeat, eggs, yeast, 
kidneys, corn oil and additives. The 
remaining five per cent won’t eat it, 
however. 
“ They’re the older anim als,” 
Wakeman said, “ and set in their 
ways.”

I kH*s an unwed father have any right 
to the custody of his child? 
As a rule, in case of dispute, the law 
gives preference to tin* mother. Two 
arguments are generally cited in her 
favor: 
1) that mother’s love is a more 
powerful emotional tie than father’s 
love; and 


2) that the mother’s kinship to the1 
child is more certain than the father’s. 
But suppose the mother is out of the 
picture — perhaps uninterested in the 
child, perhaps unfit, perhaps dead. 
Then, may the un-wed father insist on 
custody if he so chooses? 
The question arises in conflicts with 
the mother's relatives or with a 
community agency. The tendency in 
recent years—perhaps reflecting 
greater attention to the role of the 
unwed father has been for tin* courts 
to rule in his favor. 


For example: 
In a custody fight between an unwed 
father and the* maternal grandmother, 
the court awarded the child to the 
father. The court felt that, other things 
being equal, the closer relationship 
should make the difference. 
Of course, the father himself may be 
disqualified by his own failings. In 
another case, an unwed father filed 
suit to gain custody of his two young 
daughters. They had been entrusted by 
their mother to her aunt. 
However, the court decided that the 
children were better off where they 
were, with the aunt. The court pointed 
to evidence that, on several occasions, 
the father had been guilty of “ cruelty 
and depravity” —hence, was not likely 
to provide a proper home for the girls. 
As one judge put it: 
“ ’Die polar star for determining the 
custody of children is what serves the 
best interests of the children.”

“ The creation of the In­ 
terstate Highway System has 
been a major development in 
the nation's road network,” 
says Tiddens, now the senior 
editor of Hand McNally’s 
Hoad Atlas, who went to work 
for tin* company in 1945 after 
serving with the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 
On the technical side he has 
seen map production grow 
from a one-man operation 


with every state highway 
department and get regular 
detour bulletins showing 
construction in the state. A 
research car is constantly in 
operation, sometimes ac­ 
tually clocking mileage at 
other times checking high­ 
way conditions and arranging 
for contracts in various areas 
— people who report on local 
changes. 
“ The 
index 
includes 
population figures and we 
have our own census system 
to keep up to date,” Tiddens 
points out. “ We send out 
26,000 queries every year to 
postmasters asking 
how 
many they serve in their 
area. We want to know the 
relative importance of a

There were 18,000 changes in 
maps and information from 
1972 to 1973 in the Atlas, which 
covers all 50 states, Canada 
and Mexico. The company, 
which also produces oil 
company road maps, revises 
them twice a year. 
“ In fall we get the bulk of 
revisions because highway 
departments 
have 
been 
working 
like 
mad 
a1) 
summer,” Tiddens says 
’’’but they’re doing 
some 
work all year and when a 
major connection to a high­ 
way or a new bridge opens we 
want to get the information 
out to the public as soon as 
possible. If we know a road 
will be closed for six months 
we put that on the map.” 
Hesearchers are in close 
touch with city engineers and 


The first road “ maps,” 
which appeared in the late 
19th century, were merely 
verbal descriptions of the 
road, later accompanied by 
photographs of junctions and 
landmarks, Tiddens says. 
Early maps were bulky and 
expensive items sold by 
hotels. 
About 
1917 
map 
makers were using symbols 
such as a circle for a certain 


road and actually going out 
and nailing these symbols on 
trees, fences and telephone 
poles along the road so 
designated. Finally, In 1925, 
states began designating 
roads by number. 
Tiddens, who has been 
boning up on map history in 
connection with the 1974 
celebration of the 50th an­ 
niversary of Rand McNally’s 
first Road Atlas, plans to 
reissue for the occasion that 
1924 Atlas — if one can be 
found.
